Large  Nunibera  of  Prisoners  and  Quantities  of  Wtf  Ma- 
terial FaU  Into  Hands  of  AUies-ariUiantNSucceis 
of  Freneh  at  Frise— Formidable  Defences 
Yet  to  Be  Overcome

of  tha  ABglo-Franch  off^alve.  Haahy 
flcbting  ta  procaading  all  along  tha  lln^ 
Tha  Britlah  maintain  thalr  poaltloHtJ 
MOUth  of  the  Ancre  rlvar,  where  the  bat- 
tle atUl  ragaa.  Thay  have  taken  I*  Bol- 
aella*  tba  gfrrlaon  of  which  waa  cap* 
turffl,  and  wra  Aghtlng  aucceaafully 
around  O^lllara  and  north  of  Frlcourt. 

The  Britlah  people  learned  for  tha  flrat 
tlma  tonlfTht  that  the  famoua  French 
OininV  Voch.  who  haa  won- «  great 
repuUtion  dunng  the  oourae  of  the  war, 
la  directing  the  epamtlana  aouth  of  the 
Bomme  Mviar.  Thla  ha*  given  eonfidanea 
In  the  raault  of  the  Allied  offenalve.  Tha 
French  have  capture^  Harhecourt  and 
Aaaavllllera.  and  have  Btada  other  auh- 
aUntUl  galna.  taking  additional  prladit- 
tn  and  heavy  guna.  Thty  al^  thus  mak-i 
Ing  great  prograaa  In  tha  .direction  of 
tba  Important  Garman  jvnotlon  of  Par- 
onna,  which  la  only  a  lUtla  over  three 
mllea  dlalant  from  their  advance  at 
Hfrbadottrt. 


Tba  non-oonnittal  4hnr*«t«r  of  tha 
Qerman'  ofllclal  atatamenta  laauad  today 
la  oonaldered  In  Umdon  aa  a  virtual 
oonflrm'atlon  of  the  auooeaa  of  the  Anglo- 
French  operations.  Tba  Oannana  admit 
that  tha  divlalon  of  thalr  farcaa  abutting 
both  banka  of  the  rlvar  tomine.  which 
waa  partly  wlthdraUrn  on  Batorday,  taaa 
now  been  brought  back  to  the  aecond 
line. 

Mo  data  are  yet  forthcoming  from 
altber  aide  aa  to  the  casualtlea  aufrared. 
According  to  the  German  communication, 
tha  Allied  leaaas  were  "«xtraordlnarlIy 
heavy."  According  to  unoffloial- Britlah 
reporta,  however,  tha  Britlah  caaualtlea 
were  leva  than  had  lieen  expected.  AU 
reporta  ctnphaaise  the  tremendouf  oa- 
ture  of  tba  Britlah  bombardmant.  Tha 
jirunitera  work^  ao  t||«««ii«pUy  ta  »llMt 
t9  fall  aal«a»  «t  their  funjk.and  when 
there  was  a  alight  reoeab  ITT  thv  WlVBg 
they  al<pt  easily  nmld  tha  tbhnilaf  of 
the  battla. 

Great  importance  is  attaohad  to  the 
newly  invented  mortar,  whfoh  play* 
havoc  wlt|>  tha  German  trenchea.  Air- 
craft attacks  play  an  Important  role  in 
the  oparatlona. 

Thua  far  the  new  offenalve  api>eara  to 
have  had  little  influence  on  the  battle 
around  Verdun.  The  Germans  are  still 
displaying  activity  in  the  Meuae  region, 
and  tha  French  are  steadily  realsting. 


PARIS.  July  a.— The  third  day  of  the 
battla  of  the  Somme  abowa  that  the 
Franco-British  liqea  have  been  further 
advanced,  with  the  French  right  sweep- 
ing forward  to  the  eastward,  aouth  of 
the  Somme.  A  group  of  atrateglc  vll- 
lagea,  a  large  number^^f  German  prl- 
aons  and  heavy  gunjriiave  been  taken. 

The  advance  French  linea  are  now 
only  three  mllea  from  the  important  rail- 
way Junction  of  Paronne,  the  defence  of 
whiob  haa  been  greatly  weakened  by 
the  capture  by  the  French  on  Sunday 
of  tha  Mereaucourt  Woods,  south  of  the 
Bourne,  and  between  Feulllaraa  and 
rriaa.  Thla  was  the  strongaai  peaition 
on  the  Oernian  aecond  line  on  the  entire 
front  of  attack,  but  the  French  divlalon 
^hloh  took  Friae  contit|ued  to  advance 
with  auoh  impatua  that  tha  .Germana 
ware  unable  to  reaiat  even  under  tha 
protection  of  thla  fomidabla  work,  una 
of  the  flareeat  atrugglea  waa  for  tha 
■tone  quarry,  alao  strongly  fortiflod, 
three-quarters  of  a  mile  aouth  of  Curlu. 
Uara  the  Germans  triad  to  atom  tba  tide 
by  m  atrong  counter-attack,  but  the 
Frgnoh  ruahed  the  poaitlon  with  auoh 
fury  that  tba  Germans  broke  before  the 
hnyonet

French  announcement  of  the  captara  to- 
day of  tha  vilUge  of  Herbeeourt.  and 
the  outafeirta  of  Kstrees  and  AaseyiUera. 
and  on  to  Buacourt  and  Fl&ueourt.  «ar- 
rtea  tha  advance  to  within  three  mUaa 
of  Peronne. 

The  Impetuosity  of  the  French  a^ 
vanee  fa  shown  in  the  taking  of  the  vil- 
lages, which  were  atrongly  fortWed  with 
barbed  wire  entanglements  across  the 
atreats.  The  stone  houses  were  trana- 
formed  into  batterlees  of  machine  guns, 
and  tha  aniira  YiUagM  *•'•  enveloped 
in  a  dense  network  of  barbed  wire  en- 
Unglements.  Military  observers  say 
that  the  vtiUges  had  a  realsttng  power 
compared  with  that  of  Douaumont. 

Observers  declare  that  the  drat  three 
days'  succesaes,  while  great,  are  only 
initial  episodes  In  the  Increasing  praa- 
aura.of  ft  vast  offensive. 

PARIS.' July  a. — The  doeperate  nature 
of  the  Btruggle  Viong  the  front  of  tha 
Allied  armies  in  northern  France  1« 
shown  in  the  progress  made  through 
what  the  oaicial  bulletins  describe  as 
the  "line."  This  designation  does  not 
refer  to  a  -  alngle  line,  but  to  tba  Im- 
portant German  defencea  from  a  h«U 
mile  to  a  mile  deep,  comprising  an  intri- 
cate system  of  trenchea  called  a  Jaby- 
rlnth.  with  advance  poata  heavily  ar- 
awred  witth  concrete,  In  Which  machine 
gqna  are  installed;  while  in  tha  trencliaa 
thimaalves  are  armored  turreta  protactc 
ing  machine  guiia.. 

The  second  and  third  linea  oi  the  gen- 
eral defensive  worlcs  of  the  Qermana  on 
the  Waater  nfroiit.  are  Impor^t  and 
similarly  intricatau 

All  thase  nfust  b«  plercad  by  tha  Al- 
lieatlMfore  thflr  desire  to  force  the  Ger- 
mans to  battle  in  the  open  can  be 
realised. 

In  tha  battlag  of  Arras  and  tha  Oh«m- 
p«gn«  thi^  an^iny  was  atthokad  on  hla 
aaoontf  Una  ^k}i9Ut  auIBelant  artillery 
»gaparatia»j  The  erMkr^aa  not  repaat'ed 
In  tha  preaent  Instance. 

The  accumulation  of  munltiona  behind 
the  Al|ied  fr^t  la  prodlgiotis,  while  the 
GeriAan  supiily  is  apparently  liss  plentl- 
fnl,  as  thalr  reply  Is  in  the  proportloh 
of  one  shot  for  Ave.  This  leada  to  the 
Impression  among  observers  that  the 
enemy  on  the  British  extended  ^ront  is 
not  aa  well  equipped  or  mannaii  as  In 
pravloua  bnttlea. 

Tha  fighting  around  Verdun  centrea 
chiefly  upon  the  Damloup  works,  which 
have  clianged  hands  twice  within  the 
last  twenty-four  hours,  the  Germane 
flrst  taking  them  aiid  the  French  re- 
capturing them  as  a  result  of  a  desper- 
ata  counter-attack.

Capture  of  Mametz  Adds  Fine 
Chapter  to  Famous  Regi- 
ment's History— Wounded 
Men  Tell  of  Fighting.     . 


L.OMDON.  July  4.--Sev«ral  special 
tralna.  loaded  with  woundtjd  from  tne 
hattlefleld  in  B'rance,  arrlvecl  at  tha 
thrae  principal  London  stations,  last 
evening.  Great  cMwda  aasanibled  at 
tlte  approachea  to  the  ntatiuna  and 
entered  the  men.  moat  of  whom  had 
beer,  wound^  in  the  ilghtine  of  Bator- 
daj .  In  a  few  caaea.  the  men  were  atlll 
sj  ilased  that  they  were  unable  to  teU 
what  day  It  waa,  but  in  a  majority  of 
casta,  their  uooditlbh  -WUa  ndt  aarlona. 
It  la  ramarkabla  how  few  were  tha 
man  auffering  from  ahell  or  bullet 
wounde.  Moat  of  them  were  victims  of 
the  bayonet,  testifying  to  the  hand-to- 
hand  nature  "of  tlie  nghtlng. 

The  soldiers  had  vivid  atortes  of  tba 
battle  to  relate.  A  Gordon  Highlander 
declared  that  the  famoua  Mglment  had 
added  a  glorious  fi»w  ohJ^ter  at  Ma- 
meta  to  Its  history. 

"The  kilties  led  three  ehargea."  he 
aald.  "They  awapt  ovar  the  ground 
and  carried  th  llrat  Una'  of  hattarod 
trenches  without  a  single  man  fhUlng.' 
In  the  outaklrta  of  the  village,  how. 
evar,  tha  Garmana  had  concealed  a 
number  of  maehlna  'guns,  and  a  bar- 
rieana  of  lead  wa  apoured  into  thoaa 
in  ad^i^.  But  the  Gordons  never 
beeitited.  They  leaped  mto  the 
trenehett,  clearing  line  after  line  at  tha 
bayonet  point,  and  then  puahed  into 
the  vllhige.  although  it  waa  atlll  hainc 
ahallad  by  artillary.  As  soo  nas  they 
gained  a  fvwihetd.  the  eUvatlon  of  the 
guna  was  altered,  anil  a  curtain  of  Hre 
poured  on  the  ground  beyond,  where 
the  enemy  supports  were  nta^niL

liONDON,  July  4.— Thf.  Britlah  traepa 
wblch  stjjuid  out  most  prominently  in 
today's  stories  of  the  flghting  in  Pi- 
cardy  are  the  Gordon  Highlanders,  tha 
Ulster  division  of  Irishmen  and  the 
regimants  at  Montauban.  largely  re- 
cruited from  the  clerks  of  the  1.^0*- 
shlre  /towns.  ,  The  Gordon  Highlanders 
suffered  heavy  losses  fi*om  machine 
guns  in  capturing  Ifiimefs,  where  oc- 
curred what  -waa  perhaps  tha  bloodiaat 
flgAti'ng  of  ,,thb  whole^rjtlsb^adyaiieei 
The  cottdiK(t  of  the  ^ls^r  .troopa  i':.  ra- 
cetvte  tikia  trf bum  In .  f'"*^  aoteuaf^ 

"Thay  -acqutttad  themaalvea  niag- 
nlBcentlyl,  and  their  work  haa  reoalved 
ganeroua  taatlMony,'  not  only  from 
higher  oWcara  of  theicdrps,  but  per- 
haps what  dqtfots  evan  mora,  from 
troops  engaged  on  their  immediate 
left."  .  . 

The  w:ork  of  the  Lanoaabire  ■  clerks 
at  Montauban  is  described  aa  foltowa 
by  the  correspondent  of  Tl^e  Dally 
M»»l: 

'  '^M^tt  Is  not  to :  be  Judged  only  by 
suc(iaaa,  ahd°ii*body  wishes  to  contract 
maalta.  Kvf|rywliar*  tha  lObuitvr  fansM 
nnel«ni#lifH  all  EIngland  will  rejoice  to 
hear  that  one  of  the  farthest  pointa  of 
advance  waa  reached,  and  th«- moat  vio- 
lent cqutiiter-attacks  wens  repulsed  by 
regiments  of  Iiancasbire  derks.  They 
were  comparatively  n^w  troopa,  who  had 
Httla  or  no  experience  either  of  country 
life  or  of  physical  work,  but  they  fought 
like  regulars,  with  dash.  Infinite  grit, 
endurance  and  gallantry.  What  a  sight 
it  must  have  been  to  have  seen  those 
clerks  drive  the  enemy  from  his  com- 
manding hilla  and  cruciil  poaitions-

In  that  great  flght.  and  various  ex- 
amples of  English  life  and  blood  proved 
their  equality  as  notably  aa  at  Aglnoobrt 
or  Waterloo." 

Mighty  rtaaeh  AaUaranMat 
..  PARIS,'  July'  3. — "Two  regiments 
seised  Dompierres,  which  bristled  with 
blockhouses  and  machine  gun  shelters," 
said  a  soldier- wounded  In  that  encoun- 
ter, whose  story  was  told  laat  evening. 
"When  the  French  reached  the  village  it 
waa  a  pile  of  smoking  ruins.  Tha 
French  accounted  for  practically  every 
German  left  allv«  in  the  course  of  fur- 
ious band-to-hand  flghting. 

"More  than  1,600  German  bodiea  lay 
on  the  shell-shattered  ground,  and  700 
aurvivora  gave  tbemaelves  up.

WASHINGTON,  July  8.— While  the

A  week  or  two  ago  the  whisper 
iwased  that  we  were  gofas  to  attack. 
but  no  more  than  tfiat, '  ssoapt  b«htnd 
closed  doors.  Somehow,  by  the  loak 
on  men's  faces,  by  their  sllepce,  and 
thougbtfulneso,  one  could  guess  some- 
thing was  to  happen.  Thei'e  was  a 
thrill  In  the  air,  a  thrill  from  the 
pulses  of  men  who  knew  the  meaning 
of  attack.  Would  U  be  in  June  or 
July? 

Haar  muMM  AntTo 

The  secret  was  foreahadowed  by 
many  signs.  Traveling  along  the  roads 
one  aaw  new  guna'arrlving,  heavy  guns 
and  fleld  guaa  Week  after  week  the 
Brltisli  were  massing  a  great  weight ' 
of  metal.  Passing  them,  men  raised 
their  eyebrows  and  smiled  grimly.  The 
tide  of  men  flowed  In  from  the  cohorts 
of  France,  new.  men  of  new  divisions. 
They  pasaed  to  some  part  of  the  front, 
disappeared  for  a  while,  were  met 
again  in  the  fields  and  billets,  looking 
harder  and  having  stories  to  tell  of 
trench  lifib  and  raid. 

The  guns  spoke  one  morning  last 
week  with  louder  voices '  than  yet  has 
been  heard  upon  the  front,  and  aa  they 
crashed  out  all  knew  It  waa  the  signal 
for  the  new  attack.  Their  fire  In- 
creased In  intensity,  covering  raids  at 
many  points  of  the  line,  until  at  last 
all  things  were  ready  for  the  big  raid. 
The  scene  of  the  battlefields  at  night 
was  of  terrible  beauty. 

I  motored  out  from  a  town  behind 
the  darkened  windows  of  which  the 
French  citlsans  watched  the  Illumina- 
tion of  the  sky  throbbing  and  flashing 
to 'distant  abell  Are.  Behind  the  lines 
the  villages  were  asleep,  without  a  ( 
twinkle  of  a  lamp  in  any  window. 

It  was  an  English  voice  that'  gavle 
the  flrst  challenge  and  then  called  out 
"Good  night"  with  a  strange  frlendll- 
neiiB,  aa  a  greeting  to  men  who  ware 
going  toward   tljie  guns.  , 

A  mile  o^  two  mbi-e,  a  challenge  or 
t#o  iriore,  And' thert  a' halt  by  th<^  road- 
ride.  Tt  was  a  road  trhlch  led  straight 
iQtb  the  central  flres  of  one  o^  tile 
gr^Ait  battmields  In  a  battU  lth4  of 
eighty  ntlle's  or  iliiorA,  a  ainall  coitier 
dr  the  front,  yet  in  Itaitlf  a  brd^d  and 
far-stratcb^ng  panorama  of  the  Eirltlsh 
gunflre.

Kea  ••  Vorwavd  Olwway'^, 
A  little  later  I  heard  the  steady 
tramp  of  many  feet  and  the  thud  of 
horses'  hoofs,  walking  slpwly,  aiid  the 
grinding  of  wheels  in  ruts.  Shadowy 
form^  cama  up  out  of  the  dark  tunnel 
below  the  trees,  black  flgures  of  mount- 
ed ofllcers,  followed  by  a  battalion 
marching  with  its  transports.

SVhe?  the  British  left  the  assembly 
tdbnchiw'  and  swept  forward,  cheering, 
they  encountered  no  great  rdalstanoe 
from  the  Oerpian  soldiers,  who  had 
been  in  hiding  In  their ,  dugouts  under 
the  stornt  of  shells. 

Many  of  the  dufoifts  were  blown  in 
and  flited  wii^li  dead^  but  out  of  others, 
which  had. not  been  flung  to  pieces  by 
high  explosives,  crept  daxed  and  deaf- 
ened men,  who  hel(|  their  hands  up  and 
bowed  their  heads.  Some  of  them  In 
one  part  of  tjie  line  came  out  of  their 
shelters ,  aa  aoon  as  tbe  guns  lifted, 
and  met  (he  British  soldiere  half  way 
SHth  signs  of  surrendar.

July  3.— The  rayal  commla- 
alon  which  Inveatigated  ibe  uprlaing  In 
Ireland,  In  Its  report,  submitted  today, 
says  the  responsibility  for  the  outbreak 
does  not  rest  with  Baron  Wlmborne,  the 
lard  lieutenant,  since  reaigned,  who  la 
declared  to  have  been  In  no  way  answer- 
able for  the  policy  of  tha  Government. 
The  than  chief  aeoreury  for  Ireland,  Rt. 
Hon.  Auguatlne  Blrrell.  who  reaigned 
ahortly  after  the  auppreaslon  of  the  out- 
break, was  primarily  responsible,  says 
tha  rsport. 

"The  royal  commiaaloa  waa  praalded 
over  by  Baron  Hardinge.  Outlining  tha 
eauaea  of  the  outbreak  in  Ireland,  the 
report  aay  a: 

^'The  fact  ahould  be  borne  in  mind 
that  there  la  alwaya  a  section  of  opin- 
ion In  Jhat  country  bitterly  opposed  to 
British  connection  and  that  In  timea  of 
eacltement  thla  aectlon  can  impoae  ita 
sentimente  on  largely  Increasad  numbers 
of  the  people." 

The  report  polata  out  thalfTtNwaa  out- 
aide  the  scope  of  the  commlsalon'a  in- 
atructlona  to  inquire  how  far  the  policy 
of  the  Irlah  executive  was  adopted  by 
ths  Cabinet,  or  to  atUch  responsibility 
to  any  but  the  civil  aad  military  execu- 
tive in  Ireland.

Col.  Andrew  C.  P.  Haggard.  D.  8.  O.;

Wottay,  non.  ICdiu-  Dewdriiy,  Mr.  M.  L. 
Curtle,  of  Auatralla;  Profeaaor  Wrong 
and  Mr.  R.  W.  Perry.  Membera  of  the 
Women'a  Canadian  Club  were  present 
during  the  Utter  part  of  the,  luiicbeon 
In  time  to  hear  the  apceohea. 

Sir  Rider  was  Introduced  by  Mr.' 
Mara,  wbo.aaid  that  while  the  gu^t 
of  the  «Iub  had  never  before  visited 
British  Columbia  he  could  not  rightly 
be  considered  aa  a  stranger  as  he  waa 
well  known  to  everyone,  flrat.  aa  an 
author;  secondly,  as  a  patriotic  land 
reformer,  and  mora  recently  as  a  phil- 
anthropist who  bad  devoted  his  time, 
energy  and  braina  to  tba  cause  of  find- 
Inif  a  welcome  In  all  parts  of  the  Em- 
pire for  the  returned  soldier.  Fo^r  this 
latter  work,  If  for  no  other,  Ml  felt 
grateful   to   him. 

Sir  Rider,  after  ezpraaaing  warm  ap- 
preciation of  the  manner  In  which  he 
had  been  welcomed,  explained  the 
iaauea  which  led  up  to  his  tour  of  the 
Empire. 

-m—  aae  WalV* 

"You  will  wish  to  know  why  I  am 
travelling  about  at  this  time  of  crisis, 
and  I  will  tell  you,"  he  said.  "It  oc- 
curred to  the  great  society  of  which  I 
have  the  honor  to  act  as  representa- 
tive— the  Royal  Colonial  Institute — 
that  we  might  advaniageoualy  ravarae 
the  motto  of  "Walt  and  See"  and  make 
It  "See  and  Walt."  We  perceived  that 
after  the  war  great  problems  must 
arise,  inany  of  them  quite  as  Im- 
porUnt  as  the  war  Itself.  One  of  theae 
queatlona,  probably  of  greateat  Im- 
portance of  all,  waa  tha  likelihood  of 
migration  from  the  Brltlah  lalea.  This 
la  bound  to  occur  by  analogy,  for  It' 
has  happened  after  the  conclualon  of 
every  prevloua  war,  and  why  should  It 
not  be  a  result  of  the  biggest  of  all 
wars?  ' 

"A  migration  from  England  to  other 
parts  of  the  earth  after  police  has  been 
declared  Is  to  be  expected  as  the  re- 
sult of  the  natural  disturbance  of  men'a 
minds,  by  competition  of  women'a 
labor  and  other  cauaaa.  In  view  of 
this  course  of  events,  the  Colonial  In- 
atltute  decided  that  Britlah  emigrants, 
men  and  women  together,  should  be 
secured  to  the  British  Empire.  'When 
I  waa  asked  to  tour  the  dominiona  and 
ascertain  what  welcome  would  be  ac- 
corded men  and  women  from  England 
after  the  war  I  gladly  consented  by 
giving  my  time  and  such  experience  as 
I  had  to  attempt  to  return  a  aatisfac- 
tory  answer  to  the  queatlon. 

"The  Royal  Colonial  Inatltute."  he 
continued, -"has  no  desire  to  promote 
emigration  from  the  British  Isles,  and 
I  have  no  desire  to  da  mo.  I  have 
.worked  long  enough  on  tha  land  prob- 
lema  of  England  to  learn  ihat  thb 
country  diatricts  are  too  sparsely  popur 
lated.  The  land  at  home  la  too  much 
deserted,  and  you  out  In  thia  country 
appreciate  that  the  Welfare  of  cities 
depends  on  tba  land  aurrounding  tbem. 
I  have  done  my  beat  to  repopulate 
rural  England,  but  owing  to  aome  cir- 
cumstances, I,  like  othera,  bKt«  mora 
or  less  failed.  ' 

"Our  country  cannot  apart"  iq^ 
more  men,  eapaclally  aftor  the  ravagaa 
of  this  waf.  Even  though  the  raova- 
mant  to  keep  Britons  at  home  ia  atlll 
vlgoroualy  advanced,  it  la  only  natural 
to  anticipate  that  some  will  go  at«o«d. 
If  they  do  go.  It  must  be  pur  aMeavor 
to  have  tbem  aettla  wher«  the  BrHlsfa 
flag  l|l«a.  ".     ,.  .

"I  aongraiula^  all  oa  that  letter," 
aald  Sir  Rider  •ntbualaa^ioiaiy,  "and  I 
congratutoto  myaelf  on  being  the  raea&a 
af  attaining  It  I  thank  tha  Government 
dnd  aU  British  Columbto.  for  I  know 
that  la  tbIa  matter  you  have  no  partlea." 

Speakla*  of  tba  broader,  Imperiallstie 
phaae.  Sir  Rider  conUnued:  "The  ad- 
vantage of  the  aoldlar  to  a  big  thing,  but 
the  advantoga  of  tha  Empire  Is  a  bigger 
tbipg.  About  CMOMtO  white  people 
are  holding  a  quarter  of  the  earth,  and 
this  Is  not  An  easy  task.  Should  that 
number  be  deCraaaed— and  through  the 
losses  sustolned  In  this  war  It  to  bound 
to  be — the  danker  will  be  grave.  There 
are  many  optlmiate  la  tbto  world  who 
consider  this  war  to  be  the  laat  and  be- 
lieve that  aftar  It  Is  over  we  are  to  walk 
the  golden  valley  of  peace  from  age  to 
age.  Even  while  I  may  be  wrong — and 
I  hope  that  I  am  wrong — I  cannot  cop- 
eelve  of  Germany,  which  has  been  ani- 
mated by  one  single  aim  to  be  maatar 
of  the  world,  being  content  to  accept  tba 
verdict  of  one  campaign  or  aeries  of 
battles.  Even  if  that  oouiitry  ia  callatf 
upon  to  aaorlflee  many  easentlal  thlnga: 
even  though  ber  peoj>|i  are  -  oompellad 
to  live  on  bread  and  water  alone.  Gar- 
many'B  po^latloa  and  armiea  will  be' 
bred  and  nbbllUed  till  It  Is  time  to 
strike  again.  Tbla  Is  my  fear — I  hope 
a  needless  one.  Remember  how  those 
who  predicted  the  present  war  were 
mocked  and  laughed  at  The  happen- 
ings of  the  piat  l%o  years  have  taught 
us  to  realise  at  a  tremendoua  aacrtflca 
that  they  were  far  front  wrong  in  their 
forecaat. 

Mast  Prepare 

"In  this  war  we  are  fortunate  In  having 
many  AlllM.  But  no  on*  knows  yth%t,  will 
ba  the.  political  atandlna  of  tha  aatSona 
Involved  la  the  alllanca,  aay  twenty  years 
hence:  It  la  not  right  to  suppoae  .tbait  .In 
another  war  we  will  have  live  auch  power- 
ful Alliea  as  wa  have  now.  It  might  even 
occur  that  wo  wilt  have  to  flght  the  next 
war  alone.  At ,  aay  rata,  those  who  are 
wise,  will  be  pfapared  for  that  eontingoncy. 

"The  Kmpire,  l  maintain,  mvat  tie  Itself 
together  to  depend  on  its  own  stren^h. 
How  more  effectually  could  this  object  be 
brought  about  than  by  the  bond  ot  blood 
that  haa  been  shed,  and  what  better  laud 
Is  there  tbaa  that  of  the  Siritlah  Kmpir« 
to: breed  that  'type  of  nation.  It  la  not  a 
queatloa  of  money  br  ceaveiiltaee;  it  f*  a 
qOeatlon  of  life  whjeh  la  at  Stake.  Hy 
letting  our  Britlihera  atrajr  to  foreign  aoll 
after  the  war  we  ara  loalag  that  much  of 
our  atrength.  It  la  -our  primary  duty  sa 
Brltiahera  to  keep  within  the  Kmpire  its 
aona  and  daughters,  and  we  must  not,  as 
In  the  paat  allow  them  to  wander  oft  to 
become   the   aupport  of  other   countries. 

"Tender  on  the  ataihed  and  trampled 
flelda  of  France  and  Flanders,  on  she 
bloody  rooka  of  OalUpoll,  and  all  over  the 
earth,  aide  by  aide,  men  of  CsnadA,  of 
Auatralaaia,  men  from  the  far  enda  of  the 
earth,  have  fought,  have  died  for  the  Em- 
pire's cause.  We  mourn  them — all  of  v« 
have  oauae  to  moam;  probably  there"  Is 
scarcely  a  family  among  us  but  has  csuve. 
But  we  do  not  lament,  becauae  of  the  way 
they  died.  We  hope  that  from  the  aeed 
.  of  their  blood  will  apring  many  crest  and 
glorious  thlnga.  and  among  them  that 
unity  of  all  the  portlona  of  the  earth  that 
o^B  the  rule  of  Hia  Majesty  the  Xing. 
BbaaMcr  to  SheaMer 

"Hand  In  hand,  shoulder  to  shoulder,  ve 
the  children  of  the  Umpire,  in  oar  own 
way,  are  flghttoa  this  atruggle  for  cur 
Uvea,  for  the  honor  of  our  women,  for  the 
honor  of  our  flag,  for  all  that  we  hnld 
dear.  Through  blood,  through  wonnda, 
through  death,  .through  the  very  gatea  of 
hell — for  auch  they  are— we  are  llghtlBg  on 
and  we  shall  prevail.  Now  It  rests  on  ns 
who  survUe  to  see  that  our  brothers  and 
our  children  did  not  die  In  vain;  that  as 
we  have  prevailed  In  the  paet  eo  we  ahsll 
prevail  la  the  future.  It  if  a  great  aud 
Boble  trust  Imposed  en  us,  and  one  In 
which  the  Britlah  race  throcghont  the  earth 
will   never  falL 

"guch  rewards  as  we  have  to  giro  will 
be  alv^  thoee  who  have  straggled  throngh 
.  thia  war.  They  are  IMtle,  aad  I  am  glad 
to  know  they  are  freely  offered,  but  the 
greatest  reward  Is  due  to  oar  dead.  L,et

We  have  retaken  from 
the  enemy  a  ooneiderable  area  which 
he  has  been  occupying  ever  alnce  hIa 
retreat  from  the  Mama,  and  which  he 
haa  bean  fortifying  to  tha  beat  of  hie 
ability.  In  aome  placea,  wa,,have 
broken  through  hia  second  line  of  de- 
fence, and  we  are  conaoUdatlng  the 
new  poaltlena  which  we  how  occupy. 
The  area  of  activity  la  extending,  and 
the  offensive  Is  with  the  Anglo-French 
forces  even  In  some  parts  of  the  Ver- 
dun front  We  ara  within  atrlking 
distance  of  one  or  ftiore  Important  ene- 
my tiosltlons.  In  the  face  of  these 
facts.  It  ooema  hardly  poaalble  that  It 
Is  the  intention  of  the  Allied  command- 
ers to  abandon  the  offensive  and  leave 
to  the  enemy  the  initiation  of  the  next 
phase  of  the  campaign.  Thia  view  ia 
atrengthened  by  the  fact  that  the  Rus- 
sian offensive  Me  extended  to  a  new 
Hold.

The  miocbiet  that  would  reault 
fiom  aueh  a  doctrine,  If  It  were  once 
rtcognlsed  as  correct,  would  be  Incal- 
culable. Tha  Statute  Book  would 
reaiM  to  be  final  autMrity,  and  every 
man  in  a  judicial  poaltlon,  front  tha 
highest  judge  In  tM  higheat  eouft  of 
appeal,  to  the  ordinary  Justice  of  the 
peace  would  have  a  right  to  go  behind 
every  legislative  enactmeat  aad  adjudi-' 
cfete  upon  tke  manner  in  wkick  It  waa 
liaeaed.

tury ago.  "Although  we  atand  againat 
a  banded  world  alone."  we  muat  "awear 
to  guard  our  own."  Thia  wfia  the 
principal  thought  In  the  addreaa  of  HIr 
Rider  Haggard  to  the  Canadian  Club, 
yesterday.  if  the  eventa  of  the  peat 
two  yeara  have  taught  us  nothing  else, 
they  have  made  ua  all  undersund  that 
we  muat  be  prepared  to  mainUIn  In 
ita  integrity  the  Britiah  Empire,  and  81  r 
Rider  ia  right  when  he  aaya  that  if 
TMl  la  to 


be  done,  we  muat  see  to  it 
that  the  movement  of  Britiah  people' 
after  the  war  la  to  Britiah  lands.  How 
wa  ahall  moat  aurely  attain  to  this  re- 
ault la  of  acarcely  aeoondary  Import- 
ance to  bow  we  shall  come  out  vlc- 
torioua  from  the  war. 

It  la  the  faahion,  nowadays,  /to  talk 
of  empire-bulMera.  but  not  often  do 
we  atop  to  think  bow  much  Britiah 
brain,  brawn  and  oapiUI  have  gone  to 
build  up  other  nationa  than  our  own. 
We  do  not  auppoae  thdt  the  enterprise 
of  the  Britiah  people  will  ever  be  con- 
flned  to  reglona  within  tha  Kmpire,  and 
we  are  not  eure  that  it  ought  to  be  so 
conflaed;  but  we  are  ceruin  that  If  the 
Mother  Country  haa  an*  of  her  aona  to 
apare,  they  ahould  not.  If  we  can  pre- 
vent It,  leave  home  to  atrengthen  alien 
landa.  and  there  ralae  families  that  In 
a  generation  or  two  will  become  for- 
elgners.  We  have  rooih  and  more  room 
within  the  Empire  for  many  more  peo- 
ple than  the  United  Kingdom  can  fpare, 
and  while  It  la  too  much  to  expect  that 
none  of  those  who  emigrate  will  seek 
homes  elsewhere  than  under  the  flag, 
we  ought  to  strive  to  reduce  the  num- 
ber to  a  minimum. 

6ir  Rider  Haggard  thinks  it  would 
be  unwise  to  suppose  that  the  present 
war  wm  be  the  last  great  conflict. 
However  this  may  be,  eo  far  aa  armed 
atrlfe  Is  concerned,  the  fact  remains 
that  the  Britiah  people,  as  the  lords  of 
the  greater  part  of  the  world's  unoccu- 
pied area,  cannpt  avoid  a  conteat  which 
may  not  take  the  form  of  armed  con- 
flict, but  will  be  none  the  less  exceed- 
ingly grave  In  US  worklnf  out.  And  of 
Immeaeureable  Importance  In  ita  results. 
Perhaps  there  Is  no  part  If  the  Broplre 
Where  this  comea  mere  oloeely  home  to 
the  people  than  It  does  to  British  Col- 
umbians. In  the  atruggle  between  tlfo 
Orient  and  the  Occident,  a  atruggle  that 
may  be  peaceful,  we  need  all  the  rein- 
forcements of  BrUlsh  blood  that  the 
Mother  Country  can  send  us.  Wa  can- 
not reasonably  hdp*  to  reUln  and  , keep 
vacant  vast  areas  of  thf  most  valuable 
parte  of  the  earth.  If  we  are  to  "guard 
our  own."  we  muat  atrtve  to  peopia  our 
vacant  areas  with  a  BHtlsh  population.

Houee  building  yesterday  morning 
shortly  after  11  o'clock,  when  an  ex- 
ploaton,  b*ll«T*d  to  hav*  t>**n  bau**d 
by  gaaaa  producod  by  th*  buming  of  a 
large  quantity  of  old  papers,  etc., 
wr*ck*d  th*  bell*r  in  the  baaement  of 
the  building,  blew  out  the  windowa  on 
tho  north  aide  of  tha  atruoture  and 
gave  the  inmatea  of  the  place  a  very 
preaontable  Imitation  of  a  real>  earth- 
quake. Tha  Tloleaea  of  th*  cxploalon 
waa  sueh  that  tha  top  of  th*  boiler  waa 
completely  blown  off  and  hurled  with 
such  feroo  againat  th*  hrick*d-over 
ceiling  aom.  fast  abov*  as  to  tear  out 
portions  of  th*  brick  work.  A  mass  of 
debri*  waa  hurlad  throng  the  broken 
window*  and  across  Chanoery  Lane 
agatnat  tha  wiadows  la  the  building  in 
which  legal  oflBees  are  located.  There 
was  no  one  In  the  holler  room  at  the 
time  and  beyond  the  fright  experienced 
by  those  in  the  Court  House  offices 
above  no  one  waa  the  worae  of  the  ac- 
cident. 

When  the  exploaion  occurred  a  call 
was  aent  in  for  the  fire  department,  the 
arrival  of  which  prevented  the  apread 
of  a  email  lire  which  had  atarted  In 
the  woodwork  of  the  boller-roora.

Mr.  Reginald  Hay  ward,  reter  ring  to 
the  good  work  which  Ward  One  had 
always  previously  done  at  elections  and 
the  majorities  which  It  had  always 
Pplled  for  the  Conservative  candidates, 
pointed  to  tTie  necessity  for  a  reversal 
ot  the  recent  Liberal  victory  at  the 
I»olls.  With  the  largsL  number  of  yobng 
men  of  the  party  away  from  the  city 
there  was  need  for  hard  and  consistent 
work  from  now  unUl  election  day,  but  If 
every  member  of  the  ward  did  bis  share 
the  outcome  could  not  be  in  doubt. 

Mr.  a.  H.  Barnard,  referring  to  the 
Wild  charges  of  the  Liberals,  charges 
^hlch  have  been  spread  broadcast  in 
.the  Kaat  and  which  were  made  without 
regard  to  the  pernicious  effect  which 
they  would  have  upon  the  credit  of  the 
i^ovince,  declared  that  the  Liberals 
had  had  full  opportunity  to  prove  them, 
'ihe  result  of  the  investigations  held 
at  the  recent  aession  of  the  Legislature, 
at  which  the  Government  had  given  the 
opposition  svery  facility  for  making 
good  their  allegations,  was  complete 
reruutlon  of  the  attacka  upon  the  ad- 
ministration.

"I  am  not  afraid  to  say."  continued 
Mr.  Barnard,  "that  perhaps  In  the  recent 
good  times  when  we  were  all  optimists 
of  the  most  pronounced  stripe,  the  Oov- 
ernment.  like  ourselves,  undertook  large 
enterprleee  that  no*,  in  these  times  of 
stress,  appear  too  ambitious.  But  the 
foundations  have  been  well  laid.  With 
the  return  of  normal  times  the  work 
done  will  prove  of  the'  utmost  beneflt  to 
the  Province.  In  this  city  we  are  bear- 
ing a  heavy  burden  of  taxation,  but  I 
have  yet  to  llnd  the  man  who  would  pre- 
fer  the  VictorU  of  seven  years  ago  to 
the  city  of  the  present.  I  would  like  to 
know  what  the  Liberals  would  have  done 
uader  similar  circumstances;  how  they, 
who  are  so  glib  at  criticising  others! 
woald  have  acted?" 

BesploakU  IKotkods ' 

Mr.  Barnard  roundly  scored  the  cam- 
P»*ltB.  of  slander  and  misrepresentation 
carried  on  by  the  Liberal  press  and  their 
leaders,  and  asked  how  their  claims  of 
purity  tallied  with  the  recent  proven 
corruption  at  the  Vancouver  by-election 
He  declared  that  the  public,  as  the  great 
Jury,  would  not  be  hoodwinked  by  the 
blatant  methods  of  the  party  organs. 
The  people  would  not  reject  a  Govern- 
ment which  had  done  good  work,  the 
record  of  which,  after  thiMi^onths'  in- 
vestigation on  the  part\oirits  opponents, 
had  been  found  one  of  progress,  honesty 
and  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Province 

The  blue-ruin  Ulk  of  the  Llbehtls  was 
without  foundation:  the  Province  is  to- 
day producing  more  than  ever;  its  as- 
sets are  unimpaired  and  its  resources 
are  being  developed,  and.  under  the 
progressive  policy  of  the  Government, 
steadily  and  yearly  increaeing  in  volume 
of  output.

Chief  Inspector  of  Mines  Says 
British  Columbia's  'Possibil- 
ities Being  Carefully  Studied 
by  United  States'  Interests. 


That  British  Columbia,  as  Canada's 
premier  mining  area  and  one  offering 
great  possibilities  for  the  investor.  Is 
attracting  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
mining  men  of  the  United  States,  was 
the  statement  made  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Graham,  chief  Inspector  of  mines  for 
the  Province,  who  returned  on  Sunday 
from  an  extended  trip  through  the  chief 
mining  districts  of  Missouri,  Kansas. 
Illinois  and  other  Middle  and  Eastern 
States.  While  away  Mr.  Graham 
brought  honor  to  this  Province.  At  the 
annual  meeting  of  the. Mine  Inspectors' 
Institute  of  the  United  States,  held  at 
Joplln.  Mo.,  he  was  sleeted  nrestdent 
of  that  organisation,  the  largest  and 
most  influential  of  its  kind  In  America 
and  the  members  of  which  represent 
the  chief  mining  sections  of  the  Unit- 
ed Sutes  and  Canada. 

Following  the  meeting  Mr.  Graham 
toured  through  the  chief  mining  sec- 
tions, and  everywhere  he  went  he  was 
besieged  with  inquiries  for  Information 
concerning  British  Columbia's  mining 
progress  and  outlook.  The  great  Im- 
petus and  mining  operations  in  the 
States  consequent  on  the  war  has 
directed  the  attention  of  the  men  en- 
gaged in  the  industry  to  the  great 
areas  awaiting  development  and  the 
possibilities  of  British  Columbia  have 
aroused  keen  Interest. 

latereatlaf  Beesloa 
Mr.  Graham  stated  that  the  sessions 
of  the  Institute  were  Interesting  and 
the  discussions  touching  upon  matters 
of  peculiar  Import  to  the  mining  in- 
dustry were  valuable.  The  institute 
has  for  its  object  the  promotion  of 
uniform  mine  legislation  in  the  various 
States  and  Provinces  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada;  the  dissemination 
of  practical  mining  Information  with  a 
view  to  greater  efficiency  in  mining 
work,  the  protection  of  mine  properties 
and  the  lives  of  mine  workers  and  the 
development  of  properties.  The  atten- 
dance at  this  year's  convention  was  not 
as  largo  as  that  at  previous  meetings, 
JopUn  being  too  far  from  the  chief 
mining  sections  In  the  Sast  to  permit 
•of  a  full  '  quota  of  Inspectors  being 
present.  Mr.  Graham  read  a  paper  on 
the  subject  of  "Gaseous  Mines  in  the 
Crow's  Nest  Pass."  a  subject  which  oc- 
casioned much  discussion  and  wa.<« 
favorably  received. 

Four  years  ago  Mr.  Graham  became 
a  member  of  the  institute.  In  1914  h#> 
was  elected  third  vice-president,  and  In 
191B,  at  the  St.  Louis  Convention,  he 
wan  named  flrst  vice-president.  This 
year  he  attained  the  highlest  position 
In  the  gift  of  the  body. 

During  his  trip  he  visited  the  great 
sine  producing  section  In  Missouri, 
where  the  output,  consequent  upon  the 
war,  has  been  very  greatly  Increased 
and  the  section  Is  enjoying  great  pros- 
perity. Much  of  the  sine  produced  Jn 
British  Columbia  has  been  shipped  to 
that  section  for  refining,  but  great  ef- 
forts are  now  being  made  In  this 
Province  to  have  this  Imporlnnt  work 
done  at-home.  With  the  Installation 
of  the  large  reflnlng  plant  of  the  Con- 
solidated Company,  at  Trail.  B.  C 
much  of  the  local  product  Is  now  being 
reflned  at  home,  probably  44  per  cenr 
of  the  total  output  of  spelter^  and  the 
company  Is  increasing  its  fsollltles. 

Mr.  Graham  found  on  his  trip 
throuRh  Uncle  .Sam's  territory  that  th» 
prevailing  sentiment  Is  undoubtedly  on 
the  side  of  the  Allied  nations  in  tha 
present  war.  The  part  which  Canada 
has  taken  has  aroused  the  admiration 
of  the  people  of  the  States,  and  every- 
where he  went  this  feeling  was  made 
manifest  to  him.

Comprehensive  and  attractive  alll  Im 
the  exhibit  which  the  Forest  branch  ot 
the  Provincial  Department  of  Lands  will 
make  through  various  sections  of  the 
Prairie  provinces  during  the  latter  part 
ot  July  and  In  August.  The  exhibit, 
now  In  course  of  preparation,  will  be 
shown  at  the  various  annual  fairs  at  the 
leading  cities  of  the  three  Provinces 
commencing  at  Reglna,  on  July  24,  and 
proceeding  aa  far  east  aa  Winnipeg.  The 
aim  of  the  department,  in  view  ot  the 
campaign  which  has  been  Inaugurated 
to  develop  the  trade  in  British  Colum- 
bia's lumber  products  la  the  area  east 
of  the  mountains.  Is  to  make  the  exhibit 
so  comprehensiva  that  It  wlU  tell  the 
atory  of  the  development  and  poaslMU- 
tiaa  of  tha  graateet  of  the  Provlnce'a 
iaduatrles.  One  of  the  most  attractive 
features  will  be  a  cabinet  containing 
photographs  showing  views  of  the  in^ 
dustry  from  the  standing  tlml>er  in  the 
woods,  through  the  various  operations 
of  cutting,  logging,  booming,  etc.,  to  the 
time  the  logs  leuvo  the  water  at  the 
mills,  are  cut  and  put  through  the  many 
other  processes  and  until  the  flnishsd 
product  ready  for  use  is  delivered.  The 
series  will  be  the  complete  story  of  the 
lumber  industry  in  British  Columbia. 

CoaM^lata  la  AU  Sotalla 

Another  portion  of  the  exhibit  will  t>e 
complete  plans  of  farm  buildings,  such 
as  are  required  in  the  prairie  section, 
showing  the  most  derviceable  type  of 
structure  for  the  farmer,  the  quan- 
tity and  cost  of  materials,  etc.  Still  an- 
other exhibit  will  consist  of  several 
large  frame  panels  showing  the  various 
mountain  and  Coast  woods.  There  will 
Aiso  b«  a  full  line  of  aamplea  of  stand- 
ard finished  products,  such  aa  mouldings, 
floorings,  interior  flnlshings.  etc..  and  a 
series  of  manufactured  doors  in  various 
woods  and  stains.  As  a  whole  the  ex- 
hibit will  be  a  most  complete  represen- 
tation of  a  great  industry. 

The  publicity  efforts  which  the  De- 
partment has  been  making  for  the  past 
two  years  have  been  bringing  results 
and  are  being  iwrsistently  followed  up. 
Just  now  the  Forest  branch  Is  preparing 
to  give  added  publicity  to  red  cedar 
shingles,  and  In  a  short  time  adver- 
tisements will  appear  in  the  leading 
farm  and  trade  Journals  of  the  Blast 
calling  attention  to  the  suitability  ot 
the  British  Columbia  product  for  Cana- 
dian use. 

Bsteadlaff  Markats 

These  publicity  efforts  have  ably  sec- 
onded the  work  of  the  commissioners 
whom  the  department  has  stationed  at 
Reglna  and  Toronto  for  the  purposes  of 
"boosting"  the  lumt>er  products  of  this 
Province.  Throughout  the  East  the  en- 
terprise of  the  British  Columbia  Gov- 
ernment In  extending  the  markets  for  ita 
products  has  been  repeatedly  and  most 
favorably  commented  upon  as  the  fol- 
lowing, from  the  recent  annual  number 
of  The  Canada  Lumberman,  probably  the 
most  important  lumber  trade  Journal  in 
Canada,    will    indicate: 

"During  the  past  few  months  we  have 
seen  a  great  awakening  of  interest 
among  Canadian  lumbermen  and  lumber 
consumers  In  the  lumber  products  of 
their  own  country,  and  perhaps  more 
than  anything  else  this  movement  has 
been  characterised  by  the  aggressive- 
ness with  which  the  Government  and 
the  manufacturers  of  British  Columbia 
have  been  pushing  their  market  boun- 
daries beyond  their  old  limits.  In  E:ast- 
ern  Canada  we  have  seen  the  effect  of 
this  campaign  more  forcibly  than  any- 
where else.  We  bad  become  accustomed 
to  thinking  that  the  quantity  of  British 
Columbia  lumber  products  that  could  be 
disposed  of  In  Ontario.  Quebec,  and  the 
Maritime  Provinces  was  strictly  limited, 
but  since  the  Government  of  British 
Columbia  has  opened  up  a  Lumber  Com- 
missioner's office  in  Toronto  and  the 
manufacturers  of  British  Columbia  have 
been  pushing  the  sale  of  their  products 
in  the  Bast  our  old  Ideas  have  been 
roughly  upset,  and  today  we  ore  appar- 
ently at  the  beginning  of  an  era  in  the 
East  which  will  be  characterised  by  a 
great  increase  in  the  demand  for  British 
Columbia  lumber  products..  We  believe 
that  this  Is  the  first  InsUnce  in  Canada 
of  a  Provincial  Government  seeking  to 
stimulste  trade  east  and  west  between 
the  Provinces,  and  we  look  to  see  the 
time,  in  the  near  future,  when  the  wis- 
dom of  this  course  will  have  been 
amply  demonstrated.  In  fact,  we  are 
certain,  on  our  own  account,  that  the 
demonstrstton  has  already  been  mode 
and  that  the  usefulness  of  this  work 
will   be  rapidly  Increased."

Mr.  Smith  has 
studied  In  bis  university  ysars  all  sub- 
jects In  the  school  curriculum,  end 
during  his  period  of  service  at  the  Vic- 
toria public  school  he  has  taught  every- 
thing with  the  txceptlon  of  botany 
and  cheanistry.

Capt  Worawlek  will  be  Invited  to 
coma  to  Victoria  from  Montana  to  give 
peraonal  testimony  on  mattora  men- 
tioned In  bis  sensational  letter  about 
graft  on  the  part  of  olvio  olBclals  In 
connection  with  the  awarding  of  the 
Victoria  dty  paving  contracts  here  sev- 
eral yeara  ago.  For  his  trip  here  he 
win  be  allowed  expenses  up  to  flM^ 
This  decision  was  made  by  the  City 
Council  at  its  meeting   last  night. 

Whan  Aid.  Bell  suggested  that  flW 
waa  too  much  for  the  captain's  ex- 
Venaes,  Aid.  Peden  said  that  even  If 
fiOO  were  apent  In  getting  him  here  It 
would  be  some  of  the  best  apent  money 
the  city  had  ever  handled.  The  Mayor 
(announced  that  the  coet  of  the  cap- 
tain's fare,  sleeper  and  meala  will  come 
to  fia  or  140,  and  Aid.  Todd  reminded 
the  Council  that  he  might  be  asked  to 
stay  here  for  soma  time  and  hotel  ex- 
penaea  wdlild  have  to  be  conaldered. 

"I  think  thd  Council  of  I>11  ahould 
be  asked  to  pay  hla  expensee,"  said 
Aid.  Walker. 

This  brought  a  laugh  from  the  alder- 
men, but  no  time  was  lost  in  paaslng 
the  resolution  notifying  Capt.  Worswlck 
that  in  accordance  with  his  request  he 
Is  Invited  to  cbme  to  Victoria  to  ex- 
plain further  the  matters  mentioned  In 
his  letter,  and  that  hla  expenses  be 
guaranteed. 

With  regard  to  the  question  of  the 
Worswlck  letter  be^ng  libelous,  Mr.  R. 
W.  Hannlngton,  city  solicitor,  presented 
the  Council  With  his  written  opinion,  In 
which  he  considers  the  reading  of  the 
letter  of  the  Council  as  a  privileged 
llbeL 


"After  a  careful  examination  of  the 
law  on  the  subject,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  reading  of  these  Worswlck 
documents  at  a  public  meeting  of  the 
Council  would  eonatltnte  what  Is  known 
to  the  law  of  libel  as  an  occasion  of 
prima  facie  or  qualined  privilege,  and 
would  not  be  actionable  In  the  absence 
of  proof  of  malice,  the  burden  of  which 
would  be  upon  the  plaintiff,"  stated  Mr. 
Hannlngton. 

"The  above  principle  will.  In  my  opin- 
ion, protect  the  corporation  and  the 
Council  aa  a  body,  and  I  think  alao  the 
Individual  membera  thereof,  except  la 
the  Improliable  event  of  the  plaintiff  be- 
ing able  to  prove  actual  malice. 

"Aa  I  would  hardly  consider  myself 
the  legal  adviser  of  the  Individual  mem- 
bera of  the  Council,  I  should  prefer  that 
they  do  not  treat  this  report  as  personal 
advice,  and  that  they  should  have  my 
opinion  confirmed  by  their  own  solcltors. 
If  they  deem  It  advisable  ao  to  do." 

In  the  meantime  the  Worswlck  letter 
goes  Bown  on  the  agenda  for  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Council  aa  "unfinished 
business."

HAVRE,  July  S. — Substantial  prb- 
greaa  for  the  BelgUa-  troopa  Invading 
German  East  Africa  Is  reported  In  an 
official  atatement  laaued  by  the  Belgian 
War  Oflloe.  yesterday.  The  sUtement 
says: 

"Gen.  Tombeur  cables  that  Belgian 
troops  have  continued  their  progress 
along  the  front,  closely  pressing  the  re- 
treating enemy  on  the  Kagera  River. 
Molltor'a  brigade  met  with  only  ellght 
resistance,  and,  after  crossing  the  Hver, 
the  brigade  pursued  the  enemy  east- 
ward, and  occupied  Biaramulo  on  June 
24. 

"One  ^ay's  march  east  of  Blarmulo, 
the  advance  corps  of  the  brigade  at- 
Ucked  a  party  of  the  enemy  who  ap- 
proached from  Kelndschlma.  The  ene- 
my was  beaten,  and  retreated  precipi- 
tately. Our  troopa  took  some  prisoners 
and  a  convoy. 

"In  the  region  east  of  Lake  Tangany- 
ika, our  forces  captured  a  atorehouse 
fliled  with  provisions,  arms  and  muni- 
tions. The  enemy,  threatened  by  col- 
umns of  Olsen's  brigade,  refuaed  battle, 
and  abandoned  their  poaltlon  at  Klteca, 
which  we  occupied  on  June  1%.  The 
purault  continues." 

Biaramulo  (correct)  also  known  as 
Njaruwunge,  la  an  Important  centre  of 
roads  In  the  region  southwest  of  Lake 
Victoria  Nyanaa.  Kelndachlma  la  on 
the  right   bank  of  the  Kagera  River. 

LONDON,  July  .1.— Another  victory 
for  the  Britlah  against  the  Germans  In 
German  Eaat  Africa  waa  annnounced 
In  an   official   atatement  as   follows: 

"General  Northey,  who  has  been  oper- 
ating eaat  of  the  Livingstone  Moun- 
talna  acalnst  the  Germans,  baa  ejected 
them  from  the  important  Ubena  centeiv 
and  driven  them  northward.

At  til*  cloae  of  tha  formal  Inveattsa- 
tlen  Into  the  circumatajicca  aurroundinc 
tha  auaiMMns  of  the  Harrlaon  liner  Bar- 
rlater.  Judsmcnt  waa  reaerved,  and  the 
marine  court  will  not  alve  ita  decision 
until  the  typewritten  notea  of  the  evl- 
dance  are  obtainable.  The-lnvaatlsation 
waa  held  at  the  Poat  Ofllce.  before  Capt. 
J.  D.  Macpharaon,  Wreck  Commlaaloner; 
Captain  Wlngate,  K.N.R.,  and  <^ptaln 
Walkar  atttlns  aa  aaaesaora.  ^  Capt.  O. 
E.  L.  Robertaon,  of  the  Marine  and 
Flaherlea  Department,  and  Capt.  Korbea, 
of  tht  Harriaon  Direct  line,  were  preaent. 

Tha  flrat  wltnesa  aworn  waa  Capt. 
Richard*,  master  of  the  Barrister.  He 
lestlflad  that  weather  conditions  were 
faborabla  after  leaving  Vancouver.  Be- 
fore reaching  Active  Pass  he  had  shaped 
the  veaael's  course.  The  pilot  had  aa- 
aured  him  that  It  was  safs  to  navigate 
Active  Pass.  The  pilot  and  chief  officer 
were  In  charge  of  the  vessel.  The  strait 
was  maSe  on  several  short  coarse  until 
Enterprise  beacon  waa  reached.  The 
vessel  had  been  proceeding  under  half 
speed,  and  after  passing  the  beacon  the 
suggestion  was  made  to  the  pilot  that 
speed  be  reduced,  but  this  was  not 
heeded.  A  thick  fog  descended  after  the 
vessel  left  the  pass,  and  a  few  minutes 
later  land  was  perceived  directly  ahead. 
The  course  was  then  8.  26  K.  The  vessel 
was  on  the  rock  from  6:34  In  the  morn- 
ing until  1:62  p.m.  He  stated  that,  prob- 
ably on  account  of  the  land  lying  be- 
tween, he  did  not  hear  the  Portlock  fog 
alarm.  It  being  daylight,  there  was  no 
lookout  on  watch.  He  stated  that  he 
was  sattsfled  the  compass  was  correct. 
Being  a  stranger  to  thelse  waters  he 
naturally  relied  on  the  pilot.  Captain 
Richards  would  never  have  taken  the 
Active  pata Twrt«  ir  there  had^been  fog^ 
before  they  entered  it,  and  he  thought 
the  east  point  passage  beat.  Capt.  Rob- 
ertson asked  about  the  fog  alarm,  and 
tha  captain  stated  that  no  question  had 
been  raised  between  tha  pilot  and  him- 
self about  the  ringing  of  the  fog  alarm 
bell.  The  captain  stated  that  he  thought 
the  accident  was  caused  through  the 
steering  being  too  flne.  It  waa  stated 
that  the  pilot  had  given  a  written  state- 
ment after  tha  vessel  arrived  at  Vic- 
toria taking  all  the  blame  upon  himself. 

Captain  Robertson  gave  evidence  as  to 
the   location   and   character   of  the   aids 
to  navigation   in   the  vicinity. 
OaR  CMra  We  Beaeea 

Chief  Kngineer  ZachariaH  was  Just 
leaving  his  room  when  he  heard  the 
warning,  and  the  vessel  struck  before  he 
could  get  below.  He  reached  the  engine 
room  Just  as  the  signal  to  stop  was 
given.  He  could  give  no  reason  for  the 
accident. 

Wm.  F.  O'Neill,  second  officer,  could 
throw  no  light  on  the  matter,  as  his 
duties  were  to  see  to  the'llfeboots,  and 
this  took  up  all  his  time.  He  said  he 
did  not  hear  the  fog  alarm. 

Quartermaster  Kred  Thorpe  was  at  the 
wheel  throughout  the  voyage  until  Just 
before  the  vessel  stranded.  As  soon  us 
the  pass  was  cleared  he  put  the  vessel 
S.S.E.,  and  afterwards  to  S.25E.,  which 
w^s  in  accordance  with  the  pilot's  or- 
ders. He  was  relieved  by  Quartermaster 
Daniel  McLaughlin  at  6:31  a.m.,  and  the 
latter  teitllled  that  he  kept  the  vessel 
on  the  lust  f:ourse  until  the  order  to  put 
her  h<^rd  a  starboard.  He  said  the  fog 
was  very  thick  when  he  took  the  wheel. 

Second  Kngineer  Douglas  was  the  next 
witness.  It  was  his  watch  below.  At 
6:16  he  was  ordered  to  stand  by.  One 
minute  later  the  order'  was  given  for 
half  speed,  then,  in  rapid  succession,  full 
away,  half  ahead,  stop  and  full  astern. 
He  stayed  below-  when  the  vesset  struck, 
as  his  duty  compelled  him.tQ  stay  with 
the  engines. 

Captain  Forbes,  supercargo  for  the 
Harrison  Line,  stated  that  in  his  opinion 
the  course  must  have  been  wrongly  set 
from  Enterprise  beacon.  When  the  ves- 
sel struck  he  was  In  his  room  on  the 
bridge  and  on  going  forward  tlie  for  was 
lifting  and  he  could  see  the  land.  He 
did  not  hear  the  fog  signal,  and  did  not 
think  It  possible  to  hear  It  from  the 
vessel's       pokitlon.  Captain       Korbes 

thought  Active  Pass  a  safe  enough  chan- 
nel for  the  passage  of  a  vessel  the  size 
of  the  Barrister.  Vessels  twice  the  size 
had  used  the  same  route. 

VUet'a'Bviaeaea 

The  Vancouver  pilot  wlio  was  in 
charge  of  the  vessel  when  she  struck, 
Captain  H.  It.  Jones,  stated  that  he  iiad 
beep  a  pilot  for  twenty-nve  years.  He 
stated  that  it  was  haay  off  Point  Grey, 
and  as  a  precaution  he  streamed  the  log 
and  fetched  the  sandheads  lightship.  He 
headed  towards  the  Pas^L  as  it  seemed 
clearer  In  that  direction.  He  said  It  was 
clear  enough  to  see  the  pass  five  miles 
oft,  and  If  there  had  been  any  doubt 
about  Its  safety  he  would  have  taken  the 
east  point  route,  on  asking  the  mate 
for  a  reliable  quartermaster.  Thorpe 
was  sent  up  and  placed  in  charge  of  the 
wheel.  He  ordered  half  speed  at  Mary 
Ann  Point  and  saw  trouble  ahead,  as  It 
was  foggy  off  Uabrlota  Point.  As  the 
vessel  passed  througli  the  pass  a  strong 
tide, was  setting  in  westerly,  and  Enter- 
prise Reef  was  picked  up  about  a  cable 
and  a  half  off,  steering  aM.K,  The 
course  was  then  set  S.3u  B.  He  listened 
for  the  fog  alarm  but  did  not  tiear  It 
The  fog  began  to  lift  when  he  saw  land 
200  feet  ahead  and  Just  as  he  was  about 
to  order  "hard  a  starboard"  Captain 
Richards  rushed  forward  and  gave  the 
order. 

The  court  asked  Captain  Jones  what 
he  thought  caused  the  mlabap.  to  which 
be  replied  that  It  was  because  shei  did 
not  make  U.aSE..  He  suggested  that  it 
was  possible  the  quartermaster  kept  the 
vessel  on  U.3&U.,  and  therefore  was  re- 
sponsible through  not  carrying  out  In- 
structions. He  stated  that  he  did  not 
think  the  fog  alarm  bell  waa  ringing, 
although  he  heard  It  an  hour  afterwards 
from  the  atera  of  the  vessel. 


In  view  of  the  pilot'a.  atatement. 
Quartermaaur  Thorpe  waa  recalled,  and 
he  awere  that  the  flrst  InstrocUons 
were  to  steer  8.aifi.  (poInU)  and  a  few 
minutes  afterwards  S.JuK.  <degrees). 
Quartermaster  McLaughlin  was  also  re- 
oalled  and  he,  t«w,  was  positive  the 
cseurae  given  was  S.8»&.  which  was  re- 
corded In  the  wheelhouee.  Chief  Oflioer 
Green,  recalled.  aaM  when  be  «ot  the 
course  from  Thorpe  ha  put  It  on  the 
slate,  aad  ^m  the  pilot  er»8  standing 
cloae  by  he  could  not  help  hearing  it. 
Ho  stated  that 'Thorpe  was  a  relUbIs 
nan.  Capuin  lUclHirde  nieo  vas  re- 
called and  MUd  he  dIstlnctJr  heartf  the

Mediator  Is  Unsuccessful  in 
Efforts  to  Bring  Strikers 
and  Employers  Together — 
Still  Hopes  for  Compromise. 


SAN  FRANCISCO,  Cal.  July  3.— Im- 
migration Commissioner  Henry  M 
White,  of  Seattle,  who  has  been  acting 
as  mediator  in  the  strike  of  longshore- 
men, was  unsuccessful  today  in  his  ef- 
forts to  bring  representatives  of  the 
striking  stevedores  and  their  employers 
together  for  further  conferences.  He 
expressed  the  hope,  however,  that  a 
compromise  basis  for  a  discussion  of 
the  union  demairds  "would  be  reached 
and  that  the  conferences  would  be  re- 
sumed before  the  end  of  this  week. 

Work  was  in  progress  today  on  a 
number  of  vessels,  which'  the  employ- 
ed' oritanization  Is  loading  by  employ- 
ing non-union  men.  and  upwards  of  a 
thousand  union,  stevedores  had  return- 
ed to  work  for  Individual  shipping  con- 
cerns, which  have  withdrawn  from  the 
employers'  union.

PROVIDENCE,  R.I.,  July  8.— The  Pro- 
vidence Journal  saya: 

"The  German  Uovernment  has  abso- 
lutely Ignored  the  request  of  Ambassa- 
dor Oerard  for  information  concerning 
the  character  of  puniahment  Inflicted  on 
the  commander  of  the  aubmarine  th^t 
attempted  to  sliA  the  steamship  Sussex. 

"The  demand,  aa  Indicated  by  dis- 
patches, is  now  alwvt  to  bS  repeated  of- 
flclally  by  Secretary  Leasing  direct  to 
the  German  Foreign  Ofllce. 

"The  German  Government  will  Ignore 
this  demand  entirely,  or  declare  to  our 
Government  that  it  Is  an  Improper  re- 
quest, and  that  we  should  take  her  word 
for  her  statement  that  the  punishment 
inflicted  has  been  ample.  The  reason 
for  this  attitude  is  that  Germany  has 
been  notifled  by  Ambassador  von  Bema- 
torff  that  informlttion  haa  reached  the 
United  States  Government  that  the 
whole  Sussex  defence  of  the  German 
Government  is  a  deliberate  fraud  from 
beginning  to  end,  and  every  explanation, 
from  the  story  of  mysterious  sketches 
.made  aboard  the  submarine  to  the  de- 
claration that  the  commander  of  the 
boat  had  been  punished,  hah  been  a  wil- 
ful falsehood.  ,,-— -"^ 

"The  truth  is  that  the  officer  who 
commanded  the  submarii^e  whfch  tried 
to  destroy  the  Sussex^— a  flrst  lieutenant 
— has  never  been  on  German  soil  or  in 
communication  with  the  German  Admir- 
alty or  Government  since  the  day  the 
wholesale  murder  of  channel  passengers 
was  attempted. 

"This  officer  has  been  imprisoned — he 
still  is  Imprisoned — in  the  city  of  Edin- 
burgh, where  he  was  taken  by  way  of 
the  port  of  Rosyth.  the  day  after  the 
Sussex  was  torpedoed.  With  him  la 
confined  his  second  officer,  a  Junior  navi- 
gating officer  and  the  only  other  com- 
missioned officer  on  the  submarine. 

"Furthermore,  the  entire  crew  of  the 
submarine,  with  the  exception  of  two 
seamen  who  were  drowned,  is  Imprisoned 
at  Brest.  It  is  believed;  though  this  is 
not  authenticated,  that  the  aubmarine 
itself  is  In  some  French  port.  The  ves- 
sel was  driven  Into  the  shallow  waters 
off  the  French  coast  by  British  and 
French  destroyers  immediately  after  the 
attack  on  the  Sussex,  and  was  beached 
and  her  officers  and  crew  captured. 

"These  facts  are  all  believed  to  be  In 
the  possession  of  the  Government  at 
Washington,  tand  it  is  beoause  of  this 
positive  proof  that  the  entire  German'at- 
tltude  toward  the  United  States  in  the 
Sussex  case  haa  consisted  of  an  almost 
lncr«dible  series  of  falsehoods  that  Sec- 
retary lAnslng  is  about  to  move  to  un- 
cover the  facts  in  the  demand  concern- 
ing^ the  punishment  of  the  submarine 
commander."

Germans  Being  Forced  Back 
to  Plain  of .  Douai,  Where 
Their  Position  Will  Be  Unfa- 
vorable— Allies  Confident. 


PARIS,  July  3. — Stoical  Paris  does  not 
yet  wave  flags  to  celebrate  the  good 
news  from  the  front,  but  the  Ixllef 
was  general  throughout  the  Sabbafh  that 
there  will  be  no  more  flag  days  in  Berlin. 

With  iuat  one  more  month  to  com- 
plete two  years  of  war,  the  Allied  of- 
fensive announced  to  the  world  on  Sat- 
urday aa  taking  place  north  and  south 
of  the  Somme,  It  Is  thought  here,  will 
become  greater  aad  more  extended  day 
by  day.  Kitchener's  armies  are  lined  up 
aide  by  side  for  the  first  time  with  the 
legions  of  Joffre. 

Tba  new  offensive  should  not  be 
termed  British  alone  In  character;  it 
ahould  be  called  Franco-Brltlah,  for  de- 
spite the  long-sustained  and  heroic  sac- 
rlflcea  of  France  in  the  defence  of  Ver- 
dun, the  arms  of  the  two  Allies  in  Ar- 
tols  are  now  ^ou't  equally  strong,  while 
the  high  command  of  the  offensive  con- 
tbiues  to  be  entirely  French. 

'Correspondents  in  Paris  have  known 
for  some  time  of  plans  for  the  offensive, 
but,  naturally,  the  cenaorship  has  for- 
bidden publication  of  it.  Perliaps  It  will 
be  allowed  to  say  now  that  the  existing 
supplies  of  all  character  are  sufficient 
Xo  maintain  a  austalned  atUck  on  the 
German  llijes  greater,  if  necessary,  than 
the  Gernums  used  at  Verdun.  And  In 
the  nature  of  mortal  endurance  follow- 
ing the  cost  of  her  recent  efforts.  Ger- 
many l^ithe  Artois  cannot  do  what 
Francja-^d  at  Verdun — withsUnd.  The 
French  defences  at  Verdun  were  strong, 
while  the  German  lines  in  Artois  have 
several  times  been  pushed  back  toward 
ground  so  difficult  as  to  be  almost  Im- 
possible for  any  army  to  hold,  namely, 
the  plain  of  Douai.
